These Awful Landlo rds 
A majority of House members hav e gone on record 
that there Is nothing criminal about hav ing sav ed, or 
risk ed, enough money to be a landlord. They hav e gone 
ev en further and giv en landlords a chance to per­ 
suade city and county gov ernments to lift rent con­ 
trols. 
If the proposed legislation containing this gesture 
of confidence in landlords as citizens of the United 
States also passes the Senate and isn't v etoed by Harry 
Truman, landlords able to pay exorbitant construction 
prices will be able to rent new housing units at cor 
respondingly exorbitant rents. Furthermore, If a ten 
ant wants a two-y ear lease and will tak e up to a 15 
percent rent Increase to get it, the gov ernment won't 
object, under the House bill. 
In other words, those awful landlords finally are 
getting some direct relief In a situation which has left 
them holding the bag for price and profit control. 
Roofers, carpenters, plumbers, painters, electricians, 
window washers, brick lay ers, all supplies and all serv ­ 
ices hav e gone up. Taxes hav e gone up. Thp income of 
m any tenants hav e gone up. But landlords, for rea­ 
sons which had more to do with politics than econom­ 
ics, had to be controlled. Under the House bill, they 
will still be subject to control, at least until the end 
of the y ear, but the control will be eased. 
Landlords may be readm itted to full standing In 
price Inflation ev entually , If all goes well Their tra­ 
ditional practice of charging what the traffic Will bear 
Is beginning to look pretty modest compared with what 
other Americans arc charging. 


Gunfire In the Dardanelles 
Exchange of nav al gun salutes by Turk ish 
and 
United States warship« In the Dardanelles on Friday 
made all current diplomacy seem secondary and inef­ 
fectual. The ceremony was a booming reminder that 
this 47-mile stretch of water—47 miles long and cen­ 
turies deep—is probably greater than any other issues 
[lending between the great powers. 
It. Ls, moreov er, one of the few Issues on which the 
the United States can bring its power to bear. Since 
the time of Peter the Great, a t the tu rn of the 18 th 
century , Russia has tried to extend Its influence south­ 
ward through the Dardanelles into the M editerranean 
basin. Wars and treatiiy i after wars hav e been con­ 
cerned with this ambition In May 1947, there Is the 
same issue - but a few new details. 
The United States now has the primary 
nav al 
power in the M editerranean; G reat Britain's impov ­ 
erishm ent has caused It to withdraw. Along with pri­ 
mary nav al power, the United States also has primary 
responsibility for the high policy which goes with 
nav al power: hence, the Trum an doctrine, which ob­ 
ligates the United States to support the sov ereignty of 
Turk ey and Greece Russia's hop« ’ of controlling the 
Dardanelles has ebbed and flowed In ratio to the state 
of Turk ish sov ereignty . The O ttoman empire's break ­ 
up was high tide; dev elopment of the modern Turk ish 
state was low tide The guns that roared In the Helles­ 
pont on Friday were a signal that the modern Turk ish 
state has found friends.

Gua rd ing 
Yo ur Hea lth

SHOES are a necessity for civ il­ 
ized liv ing. Few, if any of us would 
w ant to do w ithout them and none 
of us could, under m odem 
condi­ 
tions At the sam e tim e it is true 
tha t improper shoes hav e resulted 
in a great deal of discomfort and, 
a t times, real suffering. 
The right sort of shoes m ust be 
m ade in a way to protect the feet 
against injury . B ut they should not 
be so rigid as to prev ent proper use 
of the foot. 
A shoe should be waterproof but 
y et porous enough to perm it air to 
get through. Shoes should be d u r­ 
able. easily 
repaired 
and 
easily 
av ailable. It Is better to hav e more 
than one pair of shoes so that they 
m ay be changed ev ery other day . 
Suitable M aterial 
At present there does not seem 
so be any m aterial which is as su it­ 
able for shoes as leather. Howev er, 
there is some indication tha t sy nthe­ 
tic m aterials may sooner or later be 
constructed which 
will 
hav e 
the 
same properties as leather and ev en 
improv e upon leather. 
According to Dr. Norm an C. Lak e 
of England, there are certain things 
about shoes upon which all experts 
agree. F’irst, since the inner border 
of the undeform ed foot is straight, 
the shoe along this border also 
should be straight. 
Second, that some sort of heel is 
necessary except for certain k inds 
of slippers. In the av erage shoe for 
m en the heel Is about sev en-eighths 
of an Inch high. 
This height a f­ 
fords a good firm basis for walk ­ 
ing and wear w ithout upsetting the 
norm al balance of the foot. 
It has 
been suggested tha t the female foot 
requires a higher heel. There would 
not seem to be any good basis for 
this belief, according to Dr. Lak e. 
Blight Disturbance 
On the other hand a heel about 
one and one-half inches high pro­ 
duces slight, if any , disturbance In 
the norm al work ing of the foot. If 
a heel is higher than this too much 
of the body weight is throw n on the 
front part, of the foot, and this may 
cause certain dborders to dev elop 
affecting the front part of the foot. 
In such instances too m uch of the 
weight Is thrown on the heads of 
w hat are k nown as the m etatarsal 
bones which are the bones just be­ 
hind the toes. This part of the foot 
is not constructed to bear the body 
weight, and 
this 
may 
result 
in 
spreading of the m etatarsals with 
the production of pain in the foot, 
and bunions. 
The shoe should fit closely around 
the heel. The fit around the instep 
m ust also be snug and 
the 
shoe 
should be strongly constructed at 
this point. A ttention to these few 
simple details about footwear will 
sav e us m uch foot trouble which 
;)lagues so many people today .

Y e a r s a g o t h e r e was more than one telephone company in 
town. That meant 
that people had to 
hav e more than one telephone in order to 
be able to reacp all of 
the other people who had telephones. 
Either that or they had to get 
along with just 
calling the people who had their k ind of telephone. 
People didn't lik e that. 
Besides it was wasteful to hav e all those telephones, and 
the wires and cables 
and central offices standing side by side--som e serv ing some customers and otlfers 
serv ing others. 
,

So people 
decided to hav e just one telephone company 
in town in order that 
they could call any body else who had a telephone and 
do it more cheaply . 
That was too much power to giv e to one company without 
any check on tele­ 
phone rates or 
on the quality of the serv ice, or on the earnings 
of 
coihjpany . 
But the people 
already had decided to control these things in 
the public interest and 
they had giv en that power of control to their state gov ernments. 
That plan of control for the common good has been v ery 
effectiv e for a good many , 
y ears — telephone serv ice is one of the few things that 
costs loss than twenty -fiv e 
y ears ago. 
Why No t Arbitrate 
Ohio Bell o ffered to ex tend the co ntracts until a settlement 
co uld be barg ained.
